SYRIAN DENIAL OF TERROR A ‘CRUDE LIE’

Israel warned yesterday that Sy- 
ria would have to “bear the con- 
Sequences” of failure to observe the 
digengagement agreement. 

The warning came in a Govern- 
Ment statement delivered to the 
Knesset by Defence Minister Shi- 
mon Peres.

Peres said Israel would take the 
necessary measures to reinforce the 
settlements and to deal with at- 
tempts at attack.

TEL AVIv. — “Throw every- 
thing out of the family medi- 
cine chest” except for four 
simple. items, Dr. Uri Kaddish 
of Beilinson Hospital yesterday 
told 6. Histadrut body discussing 
“the dangers of over-medication.” 
Speaking to members of the 
Central Consumer Association 
at a meeting here, Kaddish sald 
the only items that should be 
kept in the medicine chest are: 
cotton wool or gauze, plaster, 
a bottle of iodine or similar dis- 
infectants for minor cuts and a 
pein killer, such as _ aspirin, 
“and I wouldn't even advise 


anyone to take an aspirin with- 
out consulting a doctor." 
He added to this short list 
“those medicines needed by per- 
sons who were under medical 
supervision for ἃ specific ail- 
ment.” All other medicines, most 
of which had lost their potency, 
should be carefully disposed of. 
If persons could not bear the 
idea of throwing away dan- 
gerous medicines, they should 
lock them up away from child- 


ren — “especially candy-covered 
medicines.” if 
. Noting that every winter 


there was an outbreak of flu, 
he detailed two alternative me- 
thods of treatment. The frat 


was to take a lot of drugs and 
the patient generally recovered 
within a week. The second was 
with minimal medication, with 
the patient lying down, drink- 
ing ἃ lot, eating sensibly, keep- 
ing the aick room weill-aired, 
and reading a “good wholesome 
suspense novel — anything but 
the daily paper.” If this regime 
was followed, the patient gen- 
erally recovered within seven 
days with his syatem intact.

Hillel was replying in the Knesset 
to three urgent motions for the 
agenda.

The three visited the township on 
Sunday and reported to the Knesset 
yesterday that they had found a per- 
vasive atmosphere of fear. 

Mevasseret reached public notice 
by way of an article published in 
“Ma'ariv" last week in which a 
couple of brothers, Eli and Albert 
Sthoni, were described as pushing 
through real estate deals by means 
of extortion, threats and violence. 
The charge was brought to the 
paper's attention by a young Amer- 
ican immigrant couple who had tried 


settling in Mevasseret but eventually 
returned to the U.S. because, they 
said, of acts of violence and threats 
of violence by the Siboni brothers. 

Hillel told the Enegset yesterday 
the police were aware things were 
“not altogether right” at the town- 
ship and they were trying to de 
something about it. He denied the 
Siboni brothers were police inform- 
ers and that preferential treatment 
was shown them for this reason. 
The brothers’ rich criminal files were 
in themselves a refutation of this 
claim, Hillel declared. 

It did not take the press to show 
police the way, sald Hillel: six files 
were pending against the brothers, 
and two had aiready reached the 
courts, The cases dealt with charges 
of violence, causing damage, i 
threats, extortion and assault, 

In two cases. files were not 
closed — despite the applicants’ 
request to drop charges — because 
police believed the request was 
inspired by fear.

for Israel Colby said that Israel's 
military power was increasing in 
relation to the Arab confrontation 
states, which he said included only 
Egypt and Syria. Jordan should not 
be included in the ratio, Colby said, 
because its contribution would be 
minimal. 

He said that Israel would defeat 
Syria m a one-front war in about 
one week, but that Israel's casual- 
ties would run very high — about 
2,000 dead and 8,000 wounded. Sy- 
ria’s casualties, he continued, would 
Tun about three times those figures. 

Israel would also win a two-front 
war against Egypt and Syria in 
about three weeks, he continued, 
but Israel would lose 9,000 dead 
and 36,000 wounded. 

Israel has always maintained, 
Colby said, that if it could main- 
tain a minimal! three-to-one arms 
ratio in the Arabs’ favour, it could 
overcome this quantitative advant- 
ege by maintaining its superior 
ro si and qualitative super- 
iority. 


Colby then went on, however, to 
give Americgn intelligence estimates 
showing that Israel will be in a 
better military position vis-a-vis 
the Arab confrontation states 
(Egypt and Syria} by 1980 than 
now. 

Israeli supporters here said that 
Colby’s estimates were not fair to 
Israel because they did not take 
mto consideration the fact that 
Israel must guard against more 
than just an Mgyptian and Syrian 
assault, and camnot forget about 
Jordan and the second-line Arab 
states. 

Colby also said that Isrsel cur- 
rently has enough stockpiles of 
weapons for about three or four 
weeks of warfare, compared to a 
one-to-two week reserve prior to 
the 1973 war.

TEL AVIV. — An eight-year-old 
boy, spirited away from his mother 
im Boston by his father, who 
brought him back to Israel, stands 
at the centre of a domestic drama 
mow being enacted in the Supreme 
Court in Jerusalem. 


Today the court will hear why 
the father has not responded to a 
writ of habeas corpus ordering him 
to bring the boy back to his 
mother. If the father does not give 
up the child, or provide a reason- 
able explanation, he can be arrested 
for contempt of court. 


The actors in the drama are 2 
young couple from Rehovot, Shula- 
mit and Gideon Lipovaky, who set- 
tled Im Boston in 1970. They were 
subsequently divorced with custody 
of the child, Micha, awarded to the 
mother. Recently religion intruded; 
and the father, who in the past few 
months has grown a beard and side- 
curls, claimed his ex-wife was as- 
sociating with gentiles and for- 
saking Judaism. Two months ago, 
in Boston, he told her that he was 
about to undergo an operation and 
wanted to see his son. The mother 
agreed that the boy visit his 
father for the day — and, except 
for a few minutes, she has not 
seen her son since. 


When the father did not return 
the boy the next day, the mother 


ly turned to the Boston police for 


help. A court there issued a warrant 
for the father’s arrest on suspicion 
of kidnapping. Several days later 
she called her parents in Israel. 
After contacting her ex-husband’s 
parents in Rehovot, she learned 
that the father and son were in 
Israel. 

Mrs. Lipovsky took special leave 
from the Hebrew religious school 
of Temple Beth-Am where she 
teaches, and immediately flew to 
Israel. Here, through her lawyer, 
Meir Astreicher, she got a court 
injunction against her husband to 
show cause why she should not get 
the child back. noe 


When she brought the order to 
her ex-husband at his parent’s 
house she saw her child for the 
last time. The mother cried to her 
son: “Why didn’t you tell me that 
you were coming to Israel” Micha 
answered that he did not know the 
destination until he was on the 
Plane.

— The religious identity 
of three children whose Jewish 
mother converted to Islam, then 
back to Judaism, is in doubt be- 
cause of a legal complication, ai- 
though the children themselves were 
converted to Judaism in the Haifa 
Rabbinical Court. 


The High Court of Justice has 
issued a restraining order to pre- 
vent the Sharia (Moslem i 
court) of Nazareth from debating 
ἃ suit the children’s uncle has filed 
against their mother, who converted 
back to Judaism after the death of 
her Moslem husband.

Police can’t force you 
to talk to them 


A policeman does not have the 
right to force anyone to appear at 
8 police station for questioning, 
the High Court of Justice ruled 
yesterday, 

The court was handing down a 
judgment in principle in the case 
of Yitzhak Degani of Tiberias, ar- 
rested recently {in Jerusalem) at 
the request of Ramat Gan police 
on suxpicion of helping another 
man to “Kidnap” the latter's son. It 
ruled that ἃ policeman, {f he does 
not have a warrant, can arrest 
s:meone only for one or more of 
the elght reasons on the books. 


The only one of the eight reasons 
which the decision, written by Jus- 
tlee Melr Shamgar, sald might have 
applied was that a policeman who 
does not have ἃ warrant may ar- 
rest a suspect if the latter ccm- 
mits — either in his presence or 
“shortly before’ — a crime whose 
penalty would be a more than six- 
month sentence. Interpreting “short- 
ly before’ to mean several hours 
before, It ordered Degani freed — 
as his alleged offence occurred se- 
veral days before his arrest. 


Degani was originally suspected 
by the Ramat Gan police of helping 
Peter Forai to conceal the latter's 
two-year-old son, Nir, thus allegedly 
violating a court order to return 
the boy to his mother. The Ramat 
Gan station cabled the Tiberias po- 
lice, asking them to invite Degani 
to appear for questioning in Ramat 
Gan.

However, Degani went to 
the High Court and was granted 
ἃ restraining order against the 
Ramat Gan police and Pakad An- 
kori.

Reviewing the case in a 36-page 
decision, Justice Shamgar found 
that Pakad Anker) had not been 
empowered to order Degani's ar- 
rest. The policeman should have 
followed one of three courses, he 
said: applied to a court for a 
warrant; himself invited Degani to 
appear for questioning; or sent ἃ 
policeman who would ask Degani 
to accompany him to the station. 

And, the justice noted, the Jaw 
does not require a person so asked 
to comply. A policeman can ask 
someone to accompany him to the 
station for questioning, but he may 
not force that person to do so. 

Hswever, the court threw out the 
rest of Degani's application. A per- 
son invited to appear for question- 
ing cannot choose who Is to do the 
questioning. It also rejected his 
claim to be compensated for travel 
expenses that would be caused by

Horowitz warns of ‘super-inflation’ 


‘Higher cost 


meant to hurt industry’

“Our recommendation that the 
cost of directed credit be upped 
from 15 to 20 per cent is not in- 
tended to penalize the country’s 
manufacturers,” David Horowitz, 
chalrman of the Bank of Israel's 
Advisory Council, told The Jerusa- 
fem Post yesterday. 

The Manufacturers Association 
takes exception to this proposal. 
pointing out that industrialists 
abroad pay 6 per cent — “and 
these are the people we have to 
compete with.” 

But cheap bans sre a waste- 
ful method of aiding credit, ia 
Horowitz's view. While all subsidies 
can be inflationary, subsidized 
credit creates a second (and pos- 
aibly, fatal) wave of “super-infla- 

Ὡ." 

Explaining this process, he said: 
“When interest rates are lower 
than the current rate of inflation 
(as is happening at present, with 
the price of credit fixed at 15 per 
cent!, people will borrow all they 
can.” There are only two ways of 
increasing the means of payment,

Horev warns 
of energy 
dependence 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON. το Israel had only de- 
cided to give up the Sinai oilfields 
because of pressures caused by her 
economic dependence, Aluf (Res.) 
Amos Horev, President of the Tech- 
niop, told the annual dinner of the 
British Technion Society here. He 
warned that Israel had “put hereelf 
in a position of severe dependence 
for energy.” 

Horev was welcomed by Technion 
Bosrd of Governors Chairman 
Evelyn de Rothschild, who is also 
chairman of the British Technion 
Society. 

He announced that Winston S. 
Churchill, MP, had agreed to be- 
come a Vice-President of the society, 
and Horev presented Churchill with 
the Technion Jubilee Medal. 

Churchill said he was happy to 
continue his family’s tradition of 
association with the Technion, which 
began when his famous grand- 
father agreed to give his name to 
the Technion Auditorium. He also 
announced that Horev was initiat- 
ing a scheme of cooperation be- 
tween Churchill College in Cam- 
bridge and the Technion.

be taught not to bring pressure 
on the doctor for these drugs. This 
was in reply to more than a half- 
a-dozen participants in the discus- 
sion who openly critized doctors 
for over-prescribing. 

Yerael leads the world with 24 
prescriptions per patient per year 
— twice 85 much as Austria, six 
times as much England, and 
five times as much as the U.S., 
Dr. Avraham Atzmon, of the Ku- 
pat Bolim (the Histadrut = sick 
fund) central committee said. “One 
way to cut down on the huge 
amount of drugs given,” he con- 
tinued, “was to charge for them. 

“We intend to kill the Histad- 
rut's holy cow that drugs should 
be given away without any charge. 
If patients paid a nominal fee, 
many would not demand medicines 
they don’t need. Moreover, Kupat 
Holim could cut its annual phar- 
mareutical budget of TL260m. by 
80 per cent — enough to open the 
Carmel Hospital in Halfa in a 
short time.” He noted that the 
average family has 550 pills of 
various sorts, most of them worth- 
jess, in its medicine chest. 

Dr. Eliahu Lurie of Ichilov 
noted that 25 per cent of local 
medical wards were filled with 
patients suffering from the side- 


effects of drugs. Often these 
drugs had been prescribed by 
doctors — more often they were 
taken as “self-medication.” 
“Medical pollution is fast be- 
coming eas bad a problem as air 
and food pollution,” Lurie said, ad- 
ding “there is no medicine without 
harmful side-effects. It took 70 
years for the medical profession to 
learn that the common aspirin tab- 
let, sold over the counter without 
a prescription, sometimes had bad 
effects on the gastro-intestinal 
tract. The last word has not been 
said on the so-called ‘harmless’ 
antl-pregnancy pills — they cause 
increased blood clotting if the 
woman smokes,” he said. Another 
example, said Lurie, were tran- 
quillizers, which might calm down 
& person's emotional turmoil, but 
they also turned off his “alert re- 
action” — leading to car accidents.

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LOS ANGELES (AP), — In 
hin search for the lost city of 
Atlantis, Jacques-¥ves Cousteau 
is ever the optimist: 

“Of course we will be success- 
ful. Even if you don't find what 
you are looking for, the search 
Is always worth the effort. 
Nature is so overwhelming that 
you always find something that 
is worthwhile.” 

Cousteau was here for a few 
days to confer with his film 
producer, Marshall Flaum of 
Metromedia. A two-hour film 
Special will be made of his next 
&reat adventure. 

Cousteau cited the remains of 
the still smoldering voleano near 
Santorini as evidence that At- 
lantis might lie underneath the 
blue waters. 

“Most of it remains under ἃ 
thick layer of lava,” he said. 
“But on the of the lava 
we might find the evidence we 
are seeking.” 

Cousteau intends to devote a 
year to the Atlantis search, with 


The excavation site at Akrotiri, a 
few kilometres to the southwest, is 
thought to be only the tip end of the 
buried Minoan city — most of which 
sank into the sea. It will take many 
years, and a'very large financial in- 
vestment, to recover the treasures.” 


The search has inspired more 
books on the subject of Atlantis. 
There are already over 3,000 
volumes dealing with the story of the 
mythical island empire, which “ruled 
Africa to Egypt's border and Europe 
as far as Tuscany." 


PLATO'S LEGEND of Atlantis, 

which he set down in “Timaeus” and 
- the unfinished “Critias" around 360 
BCE, -is.a political.commentary on 
an empire corrupted by. its ‘‘vast 
powers’; a state where ‘“‘human 
nature got the hand” and peo- 
ple "grew visibly debased." The end 
came when Zeus decided to punish 
Atlantis, and he sent Poseidon to 
crack open the sea. 

The Atlantis story was passed 
from E; ests to Solon (ca, 
600 BCE) and then to Critias’ 
forebears, according to Plato. In 
““Timaeus,"' he wrote that the priests 
told Solon of many cataclysms, not 
just one. - 

“There have been and always will 
be many different calamities to 
destroy mankind... You remember 
only one deluge, though there have 
been many... You Greeks don"t even 
imow your own history... There were 
earthquakes and floods of extraor- 
dinary violence, and in a single 
dreadfu) day, all of your Greek 
fighting men were swallowed up by 
the earth; and the island of Atlantis 
was similarly swallowed up by the 
sea and vanished." 


MOST OF THE Atlantis ‘‘literature" 
is authored by mystic cranks, rang- 
dng from Madame Blavatsky (whose 
phy was a great favourite 
among Nazi ‘‘intellectuals'') to 
Edgar Cayce, who wrote that Atlan- 
tis had television, laser-like in- 
struments and atomic energy. 

But serious scholars have also 
been caught up by the Atlantis 
legend. Robert Graves wrote over 20 
years ago that there was a direct link 
between Atlantis and the Minoan 
glory and demise on Crete, which is 
only 96 kms. from Thera.

Deluge, the Flood and the Eple of 
Gilgamesh. Others see a direct link 
with the Exodus and an explanation 
for the parting of the Red Sea. 
Immanuel Velikovsky in 1951, 
elting links between Semitic, Egyp- 
lan and Minoan civilizations, said 
the 1500 BCE cataclysm correspond- 
ed to the period of the Exodus. He 
also said Crete, the maritime base of 
Carian navigators, “may disclose 
some information about Atlantis." 

(Velikovsky, a very controversial 
writer, theorized that one Exodus 
plague — the Nile‘s waters turned to 
blood — was caused by pumice 
stones hurled from a volcanic ex- 
plosion.) 

The late George Seferis, Greece's 
Nobel Prize poet, talks of Santorini’s 
“other life, the submerged one’ in 
his pocm "Gymnopaedia," the name 
of a special dance performed by the 
islanders. 

Freud too wrote of the dark cen- 
turies when the ‘‘frequent and 
violent volcanic eruptions” made the 
“deepest impression” on the in. 
habitants of the Eastern Mediterra- 
nean. In ‘Moses and Monotheism," 
Freud theorized that Akhnaton — 
and not Moses -~ was the first to in- 
troduce the concept of a single God, 
and later this deity was co-opted by 
the Hebrews into a “local voleano-god 
named Jahve."’ The founder of psy- 
choanalysis felt the God of the Jews 
was the result of a single volcanic 
blast, a theophany in the Sinai. 

Freud said the cataclysm that 
destroyed the palace of Minos at 
Knossos on the coast of Crete mark- 
ed the end of the primacy of the 
great mother goddess, who was then 
worshipped everywhere in the 
Aegean world, and put the male dei- 
ty Zeus — the “earthshaker” — in 
her place. For him, Jahve was mere- 
ly the Zeus of the Jews, a loudly 
thundering shaker of the earth.

THE ISLAND of Thera has been rul- 
ed by Egyptians, Phoenicians, 
Romans, Spartans, Venetians, 
Crusaders, Germans and Turks. The 
famous Joseph Nasi, appointed Duke 
of Naxos by his friend Sultan Selim 
OO, also ruled Thera until 1579. 

Most homes on the island today — 
as in ancient times — have arched 
roofs to withstand the earthquakes 
— and there is a heavy tax on 
builders who construct flat roofs. 
‘The islanders are among the most 
superstitious and religious of all 
Greeks:. there are 250 churches for 
only 8,000 people. Bunches of garlic 
cloves hang in fishermen's homes, 
perhaps’ to ward off vampires — 
Thera is considered the home of 
Greece's blood suckers. 

Cruise boats stop at the last of the 
Cyclades before Crete, anchoring 
below Phira, the island's biggest 
town, which sits on top of the 400- 
metre sheer cliff, from which the 
rest of the island broke off. Mules 
take the tourists up a steep, winding 
path. 

The natives all have some frag- 
ment of the Atlantis story to deliver. 
A wine seller tells the tourists that 
the island's special sweet wine was 
famous even when Ulysses sailed to 
Santorini. 

Those who visit the excavations at 
Akrotiri can see the Room of the 
Squatters — where a handful of sur- 
vivors from the great cataclysm 
returned a year or two later. Beams 
and stonework are fused together; 
there are empty regal chests, with 
occasional tiny obsidian gems; 8 
sacrificial anvil; the Parian marble 
staircase leading to the sea. There 
was time between the beginning and 
the end of eruptions for some of the* 
people to get away. But their 
remains may yet be found — in the 
deep sea cavity at the end of the 
marble steps.

SEPT. 51 — The temples in Luxor 
and Karnak are magnificent — huge 
and powerful columns, beautifully 
carved figures, intricate hieroglyphics. 
The sound and light show here is su- 
perb — you walk around among the 
temples and statues as lights grow 
and dim. The contrast between the 
magnificence and richnesa of ancient 
Egypt and the poverty of the pre- 
sent day reminds me of what some- 
one once called The Lesson of His- 
tery: ‘Things were not always the 
way they are now, nor will they 
always be that way.”

The agreement?

On the way home I bicycle 
the mostly unpaved streets of Luxor. 

The collection of backyard and 
frontyard workshops, begun in Cairo, 
continues here. A man with a sew~- 
ing machine mends and makes 
clothes while another irons them. 
Youths carve shoe soles from old 
tyres, shine shoes, and pedal-operate 
& knife sharpening wheel. A man 
repairs axles on carts used for 
peddling vegetables and fruit, 
another cuts up, presses, and re- 
forges used pieces of tin. At sepa- 
Tate stalls, vendors prepare ready- 
to-eat fried food over a closed fire. 
Men punch holes in the stema of 
palm leaves to make bed-frames 
and open-frame boxes for carrying 
fruit. 

Apparently ‘there are only ἃ couple 
of factories In town, nelther very 
large. One makes ceramic tiles, the 
other fce which is transported 

yh the streets by donkey cart 
in the 37 degree heat. 

1 have run out of film again, 
and there is none to be had any- 
where in Luxor (Egypt's number 
two tourist town!) Finally, I locate 
the last box in a dim little shop. 
The man wants £6 — pyramid 
prices. I beat him down to £5.50 
(no great success) and then have 
to change some money to pay him. 
Banks are closed, but several men 
across the street have been offering 
to change money at abou! per 
cent above the official exchange 
rate, so I try them. There are two

continuing his exploration of the Nile, finds that wares skilfully in an open-weave

soldiers standing chatting with them. 
I am not sure, but they seem to be 
friends of the money changers. I 
risk it. Immediately the deal is 
completed one of the changers grabs 
me by the shoulder and demands 25 
piasires baksheesh, pointing threa- 
tenlngly towards the soldiers. I laugh 
unconcernedly (I hope) and after 
one more try he shrugs and walks 
away. 

At the Luxor Youth Hostel I meet 
up with an Englishman, George. 
who hag just spent a2 year teaching 
English in an Egyptian village. Most 
Egyptians are fed up with war, he 
says. They have fought for the Pa- 
lestinians for 28 and that is 
enough. One man in the village had 
to spend seven years in the army, 
and most men aged 20-30 were 
called up and saw action in 1973. 
The sons of the rich can apparently 
buy their way out of serving by 
paying £50 ($75 or IL500) for a 
doctor’s certificate. Mast people seem 
to know someone who was hurt or 
killed in the fighting. It seems that 
even if Sadat can talk about “losing 
2 million men,” aa he once did, the 
ordinary people are affected by the 
wars, just as in Israel. 

George and I set off to eat at a 
local outdoor cafe in the main 
Square opposite the railway station. 
A group of soldiers sits and chats 
In the square, men play dominoes 
and sheshbesh or smoke hukas. 
One young man offers us hashish, 
perhaps in jest. We decline politely. 
The meal consists of rice, a skinny 
chicken wing, lentils, lemon juice 
and much-sugared tea. 

In the square, a man and his two 
sons are working hard at shining 
the locals’ shoes, It seems to be a 
family franchise. The price of a 
shoeshine is two piastres, so taking 
an average of ten shoeshines per 
night, a shoeshiner might earn 20 
piasters per day about £5-6 per 
Month (1L50-60). A high school 
teacher like George earns £50 ($75 
or 11.500) a month. 

After the meal, we walk over to 
visit the doorman of a block of 
apartments where George once lived 
in the richer part of town. The 
man sleeps on a wooden bed plus 
thin mattress which stands in the 
unpaved street. He greets George 
with a warm hug, and insists on 
spending six precious piastres on 
two bottles of lemonade for us. He 
then makes us cups of tea in a 
small blackened pot with a home- 
made wire handle on his primus 
stove. He and George talk in Arabic 
about this and that. After a while 
‘a man from the secret police ar- 
rives, summons the doorman across 
to him, and asks who we are and 
what we are doing. George himself 
had some trouble earlier on for not 
registering with the police a foreign 
friend who stayed at his house for 
a couple of weeks. All foreigners 
in Egypt have to register with the 
police within seven days. 

On the way back to the Youth 
Hostel we drop in to see the last 


hour of the one and only local 
movie. It looks pretty much like 
any other sex-oriented situation co- 
medy, except that the lady keeps 
her black negligee on and belly 
dancing is added. The cinema en- 
trance seems quite ordinary, but 
inside I notice the ceiling is painted 
to represent a star-filled sky. After 
ἃ while my mistake dawns on me. 
The sky is the ceiling. It is just 
as well, with all the smoking that 
is going on. And of course, it never 
rains tn Luxor so who needs ἃ roof 


anyway. 

The place is. packed — people 
sitting and standing in all the aisles 
and entranceways. We could be in 
Jerusalem: there is the same 
of ‘Hey Yosi I'm over here," ex- 
cept that this time the name is 
Mahmoud. A small boy walks up 
and down loudly selling peanuts 
during the movie. 

Sept. 22 

In the evening, my friend 
offers to introduce me to ae 
the street-vendors’ delicacies, My 
stomach has been holding up re- 
markably well so far (most Youth 
Hostellers I have met have had at 
Jeast four days of more or less 
serious diarrhoea) and I accept. We 
start with falafel, one of the most 
common foods (1 stop myself in 
time from saying we have it in 
Israel) and various other fried tid. 
bits. We continue with a meal of 
rice, a minuscule piece of meat, and 
lentils, and finish up with mangoes 
and a not-too-clean-looking glass of 
sugar-cane juice. 

Sept. 23 

Spent in Laxor, sick to the sto. 
mach, lying prostrate with George 
beside the swimming pool of the 
Savoy hotel. I should not have drimk 
that sugar-cane juice. 

Sept. 24 

I decide to try the  third-class 
stopping-all-stations train from Lu- 
χοῦ to Aswan. The journey takes 
seven hours, compared with four on 
the express. 

It turns out to be a good thing 
to do. The people and the atmos. 
phere on the train are vastly diffe. 
Trent from those on the express. 
The train goes very slowly, rocks 
from side to side, and is so noisy 
that you have to yell to talk. Peo- 
ple are jumping in and out of win- 
dows, yelling, laughing, spitting, 
singing and generally having a good 
time. Most of them seem to be 
farmers on their way from one vil- 
lage to another. I see only three 
women in our carriage. 

A non-stop stream of vendors get 
on at one station, race back and 
forth through the train and get off. 
You can bay all kinds of things — 

drinks, shoeshines, 


lemon , grapes

sweets, 
from’ an--old -text book, oranges, 
newspapers, bottles of cola, even 
knitted skullcaps which look like 
yarmulkes.

cially sophisticated. Despite the 
of the train, he carries his 


paim-stem box on his head, and 
weighs them on a two-tray bean 
balance which he carries on his 
shoulders. In one tray he has three 
nondescript looking rocks which 
gomehow serve to tell him how 
much things weigh. Even the sophis- 


the pear-seller carries it on his head 
along the platform. 

A man is sleeping on a luggage 
rack, The carriage is really dusty 
by now, and smells of urine or ex- 
erement depending on the way the 
wind is blowing. We have a long 
stop at a tiny station, and a small 
‘crowd of children converge on me 
to watch me clean the camera lens. 
We start singing for each 
other. There do not seem to be any 
Hebrew speakers around, so I sing 
them a Hebrew song “LaKova 
Shel” (“My Hat Has Three Cor- 
ners”) with full hand movements. 
They love it, and demand three en- 
cores. 

The scenery ig basically the same 
as that from Cairo to Luxor, except 
that the green strip on each side of 
the Nile becomes even narrower, and 
you can see the desert for long 
stretches. As we go further south, 
the people have darker skins and 
curller hair, the Nubian influence ap- 


We arrive in Aswan at 6 p.m. 
After checking in at the Youth 
Hostel I set off to find out how to 
get to the High Dam (organized 
taxi tours only) and to the temple 
at Abu Simbel (hydrofoil or plane 
only). Abu Simbel is the magnifi- 
cent temple which was rescued from 
the dam by UNESCO, picked up 
stone by stone, and transferred to 
higher ground. 

After two hours of hectic running 
from airline office to travel agent 
and back, I sit down at a pleasant- 
looking cafe for a couple of glasses 
of lemon-juice. The owner, a 60 
year-old Greek-Egyptian, moved 
from Ismailia to Aswan when the 
High Dam was built in the mid 
1960s. He lost his Ismailia house and 
furniture in the 1967 war and was 
compensated by the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, He seems a pleasant fellow, 
though he treats his workers rather 
roughly. The tourist season in these 
parts is usually in winter — this is 
the first year that there have been 
so many tourists in summer, he tells 
me. Why? 

“Because now it is quiet. The 
agreement is good — our President 
has a good head. War is bad, ter- 
rible. I have seen war in 1941 (in 
Greece), in 1048, in 1956, in 1967, 
and now in 1973. One day I was 
sitting playing cards with four 
friends. A bomb dropped. The four 
of them were killed. I ran for two 
miles — but where could I go? War 
is terrible.” . 

What will happen to the Palestin- 
jians? There are two possible solu- 
_ tions, he suggests. There might be 
two states, one for the Palestinians 


-and one for the Jews. Or there 


might be one state with a Palestin- 
jan President and a Jewish vice- 
President, or vice-versa,

WANTED — MORE 
WORKING HOURS 
FOR MORE PAY 


Governor of the Bank 


of Israel Moshe Sanbar 


blames the slump in exports on the shortage of 
workers and says the solution lies in lengthening 
the work day by an extra hour.

THE RATE of capital investment in 
Israel {a not as low as people think, 
according to Moshe Sanbar, Gover- 
nor of the Bank of Israel, The factory 
machinery is there; it haa been 
purchased. What industry lacks is 
the personne! to operate it. 

He pulls a Nttle black book out of 
his pocket (reminiscent of his one- 
tme mentor, Pinhas Sapir). “1 
record in this the monthly figures 
concerning loans from the Industrial 
Development Bank — the institution 
I used to work for," he grins. (His 
previous job was Vice-Chairman of 
the IDB.) 

In January-September 1975 (he 
recalls aloud), the bank paid out 
IL738m. in development loans, as 
against IL357m. in January- 
September of last year (and a 
similar figure the year before that). 
Even allowing for price inflation, 
this suggests an even pace of invest- 
ment. 

Then why is the economy stuck in 
tle tracks? Why are the desircd 
structural changes not happening? 

“Incomes have to decline, and 
that is happening. Accordingly there 
should 86," Sanbar agrees, ‘‘a sur- 
plus: of production, which could be 
channelled to export,— except for 
one thing. People have fallen hack on 
their savings to maintain their 
customary levels of consumption. 
‘The rate of savings has sunk by four 
or five per cent. The public are simp- 
ly putting less money aside, and 
devote a higher proportion of their 
earnings to daily spending." 

What can be done about that? 

First of all, not make things worse 
by tampering with the return that 
people earn on their savings. There 
are critics who advocate taxing the 
linkage increment on Government 
bonds. Mr. Sanbar is firmly against 
that. It is a contradiction to brand 
the profits on these papers as ex- 
cessive when, in polnt of hard fact, 
with all the tempting linkage 
benefits, the bonds are no longer sell- 
ing as desired. 

Secondly, restraint of incomes 
must continue until the impact 
works itself through to consumption. 

Investment has stepped up 
productive capacity. Why then do 
not exports rise? 

“The production equipment is 
there, but is not fully utilised." Leav- 
ing aside the slump in world 
markets, which admittedly han- 
dicaps the export drive, Sanbar 
blames the shortage of workers. 


LACK OF MANPOWER, due to 
longer Army call-ups and to the 
shortfall in immigration, renders it 
difficult both to supply domestic de- 
mand (which refuses to sag suf- 
ficiently) and increase exports as 
well. The bottleneck is made worse 
by the tendency among building 
companies, and other outfits whose 
production is shrinking, to play for 
time. Instead of cutting their work 
force, they shorten the working day 
or the working week, hoping that 
business will get better. 

Meanwhile export industries are 
confined in many cases to one shift. 
More factory hands are needed, to 
Make possible an extension of the 
shift system, so that costly 
machinery can be brought to func- 
tion round the clock, instead of stan- 
ding idle half the time. 

How to secure these extra hands? 
By reducing domestic spending still 
further? _— | ‘ 

“That is one way. Another is to 
lengthen the work day instead of 
shortening it.” Let everybody put in 
an extra hour. If the labour laws 
make that difficult, they should _be. 
amended. Mr. Sanbar has publicised 


this suggestion before, without 
result. Yet people tike moonlighting, 
if It bringa in more cash. Weill, here 
18 an casy way of earning moncy — 
without having to seek outside 
employment. Alj that would be need- 
ed ts the trade unions’ consent. 

What bencfit can that give to the 
economy? 

“Production would go up. The 
needs of the domestic market could 
be met with 1655 labour, releasing a 
surplus of spare manpower, 
available for shift work in the growth 
industries."" 

People resist change. It is easier 
to be α clerk than a factory hand. 

“It is more profitable. Even if the 
clerk received no more pay than the 
shop-floor personnel, he would be 
enjoying better terms, because his 
toil is less. He gets the best of both 
worlds — Jess toil, and higher salary. 

“There are also historical reasons 
for the lower pay scale in industry. 
Factory labour was in greater supp- 
ly during Mandatory times, since 
most Arabs were manual workers. 
Thia imbalance continued through 
the 1950s, the period of Jewish mass 
Immigration. 

“Secondly, inflation favours the 
services. If demand booms, the ser- 
vices can put their prices up. In- 
dustry cannot do the same. because 
competing imports would flood the 
market." 


Sagging demand 


Deflation (the opposite of infla- 
tion) can favour industry. If demand 
sags, the services cut thelr prices. 
But industry does not undergo sucha 
relentless downward pressure. It has 
another outlet, the export market. 

The odds scem to be moving, at 
tong last, in farour of industry, and 
against the domestic services. Yet 
why does the Government alicays 
tax industrial goods, through the 
vales tax, and industrial firms, 
through the payroll tax? 


“ANY IDEA that the Treasury vic- 
thmises industry rather than other 
sectors is mistaken. The tax on in- 
dustrial goods falls not on the 
manufacturer, but on the end- 
consumer (since importers have to 
add this levy to their prices too). The 
payroll tax is carried by the 
manufacturers, that is true — but it 
bears much more heavily on the ser- 
vices. 

“The reason is the following. The 
manufacturer pays not only wages, 
he must also pay for his raw 
materials and for the depreciation of 
his machinery. The payroll tax does 
not apply to such items. The services 
devote practically all their outlay to 
wages — so for them the payroll tax 
is tantamount to a tax on thejr tur- 
nover."" 

Yet the payroll tax was opposed 
both by the.Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and the 'Histadrut. 

“Well, new taxes never get a 
warm reception. The unpopularity of 
this one was certainly hard to un- 
derstand. The issue was not between 
ἃ payroll tax and no tax at all. If that 
were the option, no one would think 
twice. The choice was between 
different tax alternatives. 

“The Government does not” (San- 
bar pointed out ironically) ‘impose 
taxes for fun, or to make itself un- 
Popular. If a new levy is announced, 
it is because the common good re- 
quires a withdrawal of money from 
circulation.’* 

‘The question, then, is this: Given 
that some kind of impost is going to 
be introduced, is the payroll tax 
better or worse than the next sub- 
.stitute in line? “I say the payroll 
tax is better," he declares. It is less 
burdensome (for the manufac- 
-turers) than the value added tax; 
and that is going to become law 
shortly.

Most cancers 
caused by toxic 
substances in 


the environment 


GENEVA, (AP} — More than four- 
fifths of human cancers are probably 
caused by toxic substances in man's 
environment, according to the chief 
researcher of the International Agen- 
cy for Cancer Research. 

Dr. Walter Davis says the 
hypothesis stemmed from the 
irregular geographical pattern of 
cancer incidence, and the icy, 
whose headquarters are in Lyon, 
France, is trying to identify cancer- 
producing substances. 

For instance, | cancer is par- 
ticularly common in Britain and 
cancer of the esophagus more 
prevalent in the north of France than 
elsewhere. Other types of the disease 
are also typical for certain regions. 
One example is stomach cancer, 
which presents 4 serious problem in 
Japan with an average 98 cases 
per 100,000 inhabitants, compared to 
15 per 100,000 in the U.S. 

τ American-born children of 
Japanese im ts have a much 
lower risk of stomach cancer than 
their parents. Dr. Davis says this 
suggests some carcinogen (cancer 
causing factor) is more dominant in 
Japan's environgment. 

He says a study of liver cancer 
most common in Africa, showed 
“strong correlation'’ between the in- 
cidence of the disease and the 
amount of aflatoxin found in African 
food. Aflatoxin is formed in food in- 
fected with a mould and stored in hot 
and moist conditions, The seven-year 
study covered several African 
regions, 

Dr. Davis the agency's study 
in the north of France showed es- 
ophagal cancer is most prevalent 
am heavy drinkers in Brittany, 
and οι is most likely in 
spirits made from the local cider. 

The same disease also occurs 
strongly in a belt stretc from the 
northeast of Iran across the central 
Asian iblics of the USSR to the 
-north of China. 

Field studies north of Iran and 
south of the Caspian Sea currently 
being rechercked showed that in 
areas where esophagus cancer in- 
cidence is high, people eat bread and

THE UN vote on Zionism, in which almost all the world's 
democracies lined up behind Israel to oppose a Big Lie, 
demonstrated that despite the callousness and cynicism that 
pervade international. politics, there is still a vestige of rec- 


titude left. It is to that 


vestige that the Jews from Arab 
countries will address their case. 


The case rests on tenets of rectitude that are unimpeachable. 
But taeauee it is made so late (for reasons which will long 
remain in dispute), and because the Arab Palestinian case 
has held the world’s attention almost unchallenged for years, 


rectitude alone will not suffice. 


The Jews from Arab countries, whose leaders have convened 
im Paris this week to plan their future efforts, will need to 
couple the authenticity of their claims with the subtlety and 
sophistication of modern publicity. 

For the case is not simply stated, and it is not founded on 
absolutes. For instance, while the plight of Jews in some 
Arab countries — notably Iraq and Syria — was always bad, 
and increasingly so as Zionism took root in Palestine, their 
situation in the Maghreb lands was generally reasonable. And 
while Islam certainly contains anti-Jewish traits in its dogma, 
the history of its relations with Judaism has not been the 
consistent catalogue of confrontation and persecution that is 


the Christian-Jewish saga. 


Certainly, the rosy hues of inter-communa! bliss in which 
Arab polemicists seek to portray the Middle East before Bal- 
four are false. But sweeping generalizations which tend to the 
other extreme do not necessarily serve to counter-balance false 


Arab propaganda. 


The most convincing case is made by highlighting the speci- 
fic issues. First among these is the issue of property rights — 
running into many hundreds of millions of dollars — accru- 
ing to Jewish refugees from Arab countries. Individuals and 
coramunities were forced to forfeit and abandon homes, busi- 
nesses, institutions and the accumulated assets of centuries. 

The Israel Government has always said these rights would 
be raised in any overall peace talks, and some research has 
indeed been done in Jerusalem aimed at quantifying and speci- 
fying the rights — in readiness for the Geneva Conference. 

But the research bas been piecemeal, and the wait seems 
endless; and meanwhile the issue is fading into oblivion. No 
one knows better what rights were involved than the very 
people who lost them. The World Organization of Jews from 
Arab Countries (WOJAC), which is being constituted in Paris 
this week, should see as its first priority the compilation and 
publication of a full and authoritative list of property restitu- 


There are more fundamental rights, however, beyond the 
rights of property, which WOJAC would do well to take up 
and publicize. Since the Palestinian Arabs claim, beyond their - 
property rights, rights of a political and territorial nature, 
the Jews of Arab countries must counter-claim their own poli- 
tical and territorial rights which are denied them. The Jewish 
rights are certainly not inferior to the Palestinian ones. The 


Jews were considered 


separate, entities within the Moslem 


societies in which they lived and to which they contributed 
from their cultural and economic prowess. Their expulsion 
from the Moslem countries gave rise to quasi-rights of seces- 
sion which are a good deal more valid — because they were 
deeper-rooted and more tangible — than any similar Pales- 


tinian rights. 


In 1948, the world recognized the validity of the Palestinians’ 
property claims, and Israel argued that its own refugees, the 
Jews from Arab lands, made the same claims as a result of 
what in essence had been a population exchange. 

But since then, and particularly in recent years, the Pales- 
tinian case has taken on a political-territorial aspect which has 
won ever wider world support. The Jews from Arab countries . 
have similar political claims which have been neglected, even 
by themselves. They need now to be stated clearly and cogently.

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DR. ELIMELECH RIMALT, 
who describes himself as a 
“political animal,’’ has no inten- 
tion of keeping silent after he 
bows out of the chairmanship of 
the Liberal Party tonight. Freed 
of the burden of executive 
responsibility, he expects to be 
even more outspoken than 
before. ‘Not that I ever said 
anything that I did not believe 
in. But I had to consider the 
susceptibilities of friends and 
foes alike."' Moreover, the chair- 
man of a political party is sup- 
posed to express in public only 
the concerted opinion of his par- 
ty. It is in Dr. Rimalt's Liberal 
creed that opinions are free 
while deeds are harnessed to 
party discipline. 

He was still a teenager when 
he first revolted against coer- 
cive ideas. He wag at the time a 
pupil at the Hebrew secondary 
school in Cracow, and a member 
of the then widespread 
Hashomer Hatzair youth move- 
ment. At first supposed to be an 
educational movement with no 
political strings attached, 
Hashomer Hatzair at its Danzig 
Convention resolved to adopt 
Marxism as its guiding line. 
“We fought this decision for a 
year and a half. Then I gave up 
and left,'’ Dr. Rimalt recalls. 
But, in order to be able to engage 
in argument, he began to study 
Marx's Capital.” ‘'Not that I 
understood it very well then,” he 
admits. 

His rejection of Marxist inter- 
nationalism was based to a large 
degree on a deep sense of Jewish 
belonging. It might also have 
been due to the sense of 
democracy imbibed at the 
elementary school in Zurich 
which he attended during the 
First World War. Rimalt was 
born in Galicia, when it was part 
of the Austro-Hungarian Kim- 
pire. The Zurich period was just

“As a Zionist, I am pledged to 
learn Hebrew — I have no 
obligation to speak it," 
Gronemann used to say. 

Later, Dr. Rimalt became 
headmaster of an elementary 
school in Ramat Gan, and even-. 
tually, principal of the Ohel 
Shem secondary school. He was 
elected to Ramat Gan municipal 
council, and became Mayor

Some of us looked 
forward to the opportunity to explain 
to the group that Israel's greatest 
and most urgent need was for an in- 
crease in aliya, especially from the 
West. As there were many new, or 
fairly new immigrants amongst us, 
we hoped to offer proof of the 
possibility of successful absorption- 
and settlement. 


Imagine, therefore, our complete 
shock and disappointment when we 
arrived to meet our guests and were 
told by the W.Z.0, Young Leadership 
representative that they were not 
coming to Netanya — the explana- 
tion being that one of the group who 
had connections with the Technion 
had taken the whole group to Haifa 
on the same evening.

IN ADDITION to bus trips to Golan 
settlements, visits to baby homes and 
absorption centres, prayer services 
at the Weatern Wall and chronic in- 
digestion, a speech by a Cabinet 
Minister or two has become an all too 
standard feature of ''solidarity 
missions’ and conventions in Israel. 
Veteran observers of these oc- 
casions have often seen the pre- 
speech enthusiasm turn into bored 
yawns or outright displeasure when 
the Minister fails to live up to his 
audience's expectations. A case in 
point was the recent appearance of 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
before the 1,000 young American 
United Jewish Appeal leaders at 
Binyenei Ha'ooma in Jerusalem. 
Generally a more than competent 
speaker and a master of the im- 
promptu remark, Mr. Peres — 
‘weary after an all-day parting tour of 
the Ras Sudar oil fields — was not at 
his best. Although he won cheers with 
bis opening (‘'You are the first ‘ar- 
my‘ I know of that has ever captured 
Israel, and you did it in six days'’), he 
then continued for 45 minutes with a 
philosophical discussion of Zioniam, 
racism, Marxism, totalitarianism 


and other topics to which many of his 
listeners paid scant attention. Some 
of them departed before he had 


. finished speaking. 


A few weeks earlier at @ dinner for 
UJA leaders, Foreign Minister Yigal 
Allon made the same mistake. Tired 
after a long and heated Cabinet ses- 
sion, he gave his comments on the in- 
terim Sina! accord and the Middie 
East crisis in a rambling, 90-minute 
speech, which left his audience cold. 

‘The fault fles, In . with the mis- 
sion organizers who demand 
appearances by senior Ministers to 
impress their delegations. But the 
Ministers themselves are also to 
blame for agreeing to make this 
endless round of speeches. 

No man, however talented, can 
always make new and inspiring 
statements. Instead of speechmak- 
ing, mission organizers and our 
Cabinet Ministers would do well to 
recognize the limits and the traps of 
the device. Why not a change of pace 
with a simple juice-and-cake recep- 
tion, where the guests can shake the 
Minister's hand and wish him well?
